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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 1 2/1 5/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
any patent granted on Application Serial Number 12,055,240 has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After 
searching through patent and non-patent literature, there was no evidence that there 
exists a limitation in direct relation or an obvious variant to the limitations of: 

"detecting whether the presentation speech contains simultaneous 
individual speech from two or more users; and 

wherein detecting whether the presentation speech contains simultaneous 
speech from two or more users further comprises determining whether a period 
of individual speech from a first user overlaps a period of individual speech from 
another user 

wherein the presentation speech contains simultaneous individual speech 
from two or more users, and 

the method includes identifying a period of simultaneous speech, and 
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displaying the text if the presentation speech contains simultaneous 
individual speech from two or more users including: 

displaying presentation text for a presentation period longer than the 
period of simultaneous speech; 

segregating display text according to channel; and 

segregating display text according to user" 

When searching for additional prior art (NOT BY THE SAME ASSIGNEE OR 
APPLICANT) for the limitations as recited in claim 1 , the most relevant topics pertained 
to material from the same Inventor and Assignee but did not teach or suggest the 
aforementioned limitations of claim 1 . The closest prior art as a whole being US 
20030071 833 A1 , US 20030208473 A1 , US 20060277465 A1 , US 7287221 B2, and 
"WebViews: Accessing Personalized Web Content and Services, Freire et al., Hong 
Kong, 2001 , ACM, together do not render obvious the limitations as claimed in claim 1 .
